Quarreling during a recent trip into the wilda of the Peace River 
country, two American prospectors, F. L. Sharin' and J. J. Regalado, 
settled their dispute instantly by drawing their guns and, in the en¬ 
suing duel, shot each other in cold blood. 

Such ir one of the moat remarkable stories which has ever come 
to the atteution of the Provincial Police Department snd which is 
summarized in a report received to-day by Chief of Provincial Police 
McMynn from Chief Constable Harry Taylor, who has investigated 
the case. It ap|M>arn that the bodies of the two proKjH'cton were 
found by another prosfiectiiig party on May 4 lyiug in front of their 
camp between the Kelson and Sikauni 
Itivers. After deciding that the m*n 
came to their deaths as the result of 
bullet wounds Inflicted by each other, 
the travelers formed themselves Into 
■elf-constituted coroner's Jury and 
buried the bodies. Two small wooden 
cross*-* in tb«* wood* now mark the 
graves and the scene of the double 
tragedy. 

Party Found Bodiss. 

According to Information given police 
officers Sharpe and Regalado went into 
the Nelson River country early In the 
spring to prospect. Nothing more was 
heard of them mini on May 4. when 
their dead bodJW were foua* by a 
party consisting of Homer Johnson, 
iitulerstood to be a Dominion Land 
Surveyor. W. Htnchltffe. A. N. Greal- 
houae. prospectors, and their half- 
breed guide, a man named Gray. The 
corpses lay a few yards ftom each 
other, and beside a camp which had 
been made near a little lake. It was 
evident that the meu hnd been dend 
some days, though the bodies were well 
preserved, probably on account of the 
cool weather. After examining care¬ 
fully the postures cf the bod>es and the 
Ikositlons of the revolvers which Uy by 
their side, the party concluded that the 
men. enraged at each other, bad whip¬ 
ped out their gun* and fired. Sharpe 
receilVIng two bullets In the body, and 
Regalado dying from a bullet through 
the brain.

Although ths. role of a party rbicflsjai* new to 


Vf. L. Mackenzie King, the choice of the Conven¬ 
tion at Ottawa yesterday, he has had an unusually 
wide and diversified experience in public affairs. 
For eight years Deputy Minister of Labor, three 
years Minister of Labor and Member of Parlia¬ 
ment, member of numerous Royal Commissions in¬ 
vestigating social and economic questions, special 
representative of the Dominion in adjusting im¬ 
portant international difficulties, journalist, au¬ 
thor, essayist, and lecturer on political-economic 
problems on which he is a well-known authority, 
bis public career has been exceptionally compre¬ 
hensive, particularly in view of the fact that he has 
not yet completed his forty-fifth year. 

It can accurately be said that the new leader 
was virtually cradled in public life. The grandson 
of William Lyon Mackenzie, after whom he is 
. named, he manifested an intense interest in politi¬ 
cal questions from his boyhood and his exceptional 
educational training on this continent and abroad 
gave him an enviably complete foundation for a 
public career. Ilia bent always has been in the di¬ 
rection of social and economic problems, with a 
special predilection for questions affecting labor, 
and when the Department of Labor was organized 
in 1900 it was not surprising that Sir William 
Mulock, Postmaster-General, to whom the new 
branch of the public service, was attached, should 
select him as Deputy Minister and the actual 
executive head, although he was then only 26 years 
of age. 

Mr. King remained Deputy Minister of Labor 
under both Sir William Mulock and the Hon. 
Rodolphe Lemieux, and when the Department was 
given » separate status and a Minister of its own 
in 1908 he was chosen for the portfolio, resigning 
as Deputy Minister and successfully running for 
North 'Waterloo. During his term of service as 
Deputy Minister he persoaally acted as eoneil- 
liator in numerous industrial disputes, many of 
which brought him to British Columbia, with whose 
economic conditions he is unusually well ac¬ 
quainted. 

As Minister Mr. King was less free to participate 
personally in the settlement of these questions, but 
developed an excellent departmental organization 
which during his administration had a highly satis¬ 
factory record. He made several trips abroad on 
behalf of the Canadian Government in connection 
with the immigration question, notably to India 
and London, negotiating an agreement effecting 
Hindu immigration which, by the way, was re¬ 
arranged by the present Administration last year 
and announced as a brand new achievement of con¬ 
spicuous statesmanship. It is no secret that Mr. 
King was the chief author of the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act which, for a time at any rate, operated 
with signal success in the settlement of disputes 
between labor and capital in the Dominion. The 
appointment of the Royal Commisaion on Technical 
Education to recommend ways and means of estab¬ 
lishing a nation-wide system of technical education 
also was instigated by him, although, unhappily, the 
Department of Labor was in other hands when the 
Commission’s report was submitted, Mr. Crothers 
promptly relegating this most instructive and use- 
fin) work to the rubbish heap. 

The new leader is an able parliamentarian and 
an excellent speaker both in the House and on the 
platform. He has been charged with possessing 
an excess of personal ambition and his critics are 
not confined to his political opponents. But even 
.if the charge be well founded, whatever fault it 
implies, if fault it is, is common enough in gifted 
people who have won their political spurs early in 
life and have achieved uncommon prominence be¬ 
fore they have reached their prime. Time and con¬ 
tinual responsibility usually correct such idiosyn¬ 
cratic*. It is much more important that his integ¬ 
rity and devotion to his country never have been
